No. F. 6(90-Coord/71. — Even though the performance of Public Sector Under¬ 
takings has been continuously under review by Government, the results generally 
achieved have not been commensurate with expectations. In view of the crucial 
role assigned to the Public Sector in the economic development of the country 
it is imperative that the performance of the Public Sector Undertakings is im¬ 
proved an early as xtossible 


2. The problems confronting the Public Sector relate inter aha to the areas 
of management, organisation, co-ordination, technology and industrial relations 
which vary from unit to unit. An action-oriented identification of these problems 
and their solutions is, therefore, of crucial importance to our efforts for self- 
teliance and accelerated economic development, Government hav^, therefore,

ship:—

(iii) Shri K. ML George, Managing Director, ACC Vickers Babcock Ltd.,

(iv) Shri C. P. Srivastova, Chairman, Shipping Corporation of India, Bombay. 

(v) Prof. N. De, Indian Institute of Management, Calcutta. 

The Bureau of Public Enterprises will function as the Secretariat of the Action 
Committee. 

3. The Action Committee will devise ways and means of improving the per¬ 
formance of Public Sector Undertakings, namely, 

(a) Maximisation of production; 

(b) Minimisation of operating costs; 

(c) -Good preventive maintenance; 

(d) Good employee/labour relations; 

(e) Adequate RID activities. 

The Committee will examine the working of each Public Sector Undertaking 
in respect of: 

(i) Adequacy of organisational sst-up. 

(ii) Suitability of systems of management. 

(ill) Personnel policies. 

(iv) Manpower strength. 

(v) Adequacy of administrative, accounting and technical procedures, 

including inventory control. 

(vi) Adequacy of technical expertise prevailing and identification of best 

ways of filling gaps in expertise. 

(vii) Co-ordination with other public sector organisations and Government, 
(viii) Examination of performance versus targets for the past and as pro¬ 
jected for the future. 

(ix) R & D activities in co-ordination with efforts of the National Council 
for Science and Technology. 

4. The Action Committee will identify and assess deficiencies and drawbacks 
and ascertain the causes therefor in respect of each Undertaking. The Com¬ 
mittee will also indicate what remedial action should be taken and what im¬ 
provements, if any be made therein with a view to its efficient performance and 
also gearing up the Undertaking for revival of growth in the industrial and 
allied sectors. 

5. The Action Committee will devise its own procedure including consitulion 
of Working Groups, assistance from individuals or Consultants to deal with 
specific areas. The Committee may call for such information and take such 
evidence as it may consider necessary. The Ministries/Departments of the 
Government of India will furnish such information and documents and render 
such assistance as may be required by the Committee. 
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0. The Action Committee will complete its examination 0 f most of the Public 
Sector Undertakings by June, 1973. It may submit its report on individual 
Undertakings or on specific areas from time to time, as and when necessary. 
After the completion of its examination of the Undertakings the Committee will 
function os a Standing Group for purposes of follow-up and periodic reviews 
or. in the alternative, recommend suitable institutional arrangements on a 
continuing basis for these purposes. 

7. The recommendations of the Action Committee would be decided upon by 
Government at the highest level.
